"The President was Just as 
nice as he could be," Wallace 
confided. "He was calm and 
cool and not excited. I have more 
respect now for him than I 
thought Fd ever have. When we 
left, he took me out and intro­ 
duced me to the press. I can 
understand now why he gets 
h is 
legislation 
t h r o u g h 
Congress. 
"I agreed with the President 
on Just about everything except 
Civil Rights," Wallace said. 
"And I don’t want to do any­ 
thing to hurt the President. I 
feel much more confident about 
our foreign affairs now that 
I know they're ln the hands of 
this kind of a President." 
When one friend asked the 
Governor 
whether 
he con­ 
sidered Johnson or the late 
JFK the abler President, Wal­ 
lace replied: "Johnson's got 
much more on the ball."

When Hubert Humphrey was 
elected Vice President, Pres­ 
ident Johnson, remembering his 
own restlessness as Vice Pres­ 
ident, announced that he was 
going to keep Hubert busy. 
During the height of the Ala­ 
bama racial crisis he more 
than fulfilled that promise. 
Sitting ln his office just a 
hundred feet from the White 
House, the Vice President in­ 
terviewed more than 100 Civil 
Rights leaders. Sometimes the 
sessions were stormy. Hubert 
was 
effective and vigorous 
in 
defending 
the President. 
Some of the younger Negro 
leaders 
were acid 
ln their 
criticism . 
"You and the President want 
more violence and more people 
dead," was the taunt of one 
Negro leader. 
"You can talk to me ln any 
way you wish," replied the 
Vice President, “ but you can't 
talk that way about the Presi­ 
dent of the United States. I 
know what's ln his heart. I 
know how hard he's working on 
this. 
“ We had Dr. Martin Luther 
King ln here. He didn't tell 
us he was going to march," 
continued the Vice President. 
"He didn't tell us he wanted 
us to send troops. 
"You have more at stake than 
just an emergency police action. 
We are going to write a new 
law, which Is much more Im­ 
portant than sending troops to 
Alabama." 
The Vice President was also 
full of praise for some of the 
Civil Rights leaders. 
"Wlthoqt your force," he told 
them, "we might not have suc­ 
ceeded ih getting a new voting 
rights program.

ment."

Musicians 
Union 
Refuses 
Coast Guard Band Permission 
to Play for Children's Charity 
New York: -- America's big­ 
gest 
musicians* 
union has 
struck some sour notes here 
and touched off a battle which 
will re-echo lnthe White House. 
The union, whose members 
make music on the Great White 
W ay, has refused to permit the 
celebrated Coast Guard band to 
play a charity concert to raise 
funds for a clinic for mentally 
retarded children. 
In the midst of the controversy 
which developed, 
It became 
clear for the first time that a 
military or naval or Coast 
Guard band must first obtain 
a 
musicians union’s written 
permission before it can play 
anywhere ln the land — regard­ 
less of the cause. 
Even an appeal to President 
Johnson 
could 
do little ln 
swaying the musicians. 
It 
all began quietly some 
months ago when the Klwanls 
Club of South Shore, Staten 
Island, decided to raise several 
thousand dollars for the local 
affiliate of the National Assn. 
of Mental Health. 
The affiliate Is a mental health 
clinic which handles 40 to 50 
children at a time — some of 
them belonging to families ln 
the military service. 
The Klwanls Club program 
chairman, Dr. Stanley E. Good­ 
man, a 
37-year-old 
dentist 
who Is a Coast Guard Line Of­ 
ficer veteran — long had ad­ 
mired the famed 49-piece Coast 
Guard band stationed ln New 
London, Conn. 
Dr. 
Goodman 
told his 
colleagues the band would make 
a splendid attraction on Staten 
Island — especially since the 
area is the site for the large 
St. George Coast Guard base. 
This serves all weather ships 
in a vast area. 


Stores of coast gjardsmen live 
with their families. Further­ 
m ore, what with the grim de­ 
velopments ln Viet Nam, Dr. 
Goodman thought it would be 
good public relations for the 
services -- and good morale, 
too — to have the enlistees 
play there. 
In addition to the band's being 
an attraction which would sell 
out the house, it would make 
additional money for the chil­ 
dren because It played free of 
charge. 
This meant that the Klwanls 
Club would not have to pay for 
' 'the attraction" except for pro­ 
viding the buses and food for the 
evening for the 49 men and their 
leader. 
Dr. Goodman contacted the 
New 
London 
base 
Com­ 
mandant. There was a hurried 
matching of dates. Finally they 
agreed on an evening. 
There was only one more mat­ 
te r the Commandant reported 
- - the Klwanls Club would have 


to get clearance and written 
permission from Local 802, 
American 
F e d e r a t i o n 
of 
Musicians, before the concert. 
This Dr. Goodman tried to do. 
He wrote to the union’s secre­ 
tary reporting the delight of 
the Klwanls Club In obtaining 
the Coast Guard cooperation. 
He asked the union to grant its 
approval. Dr. Goodman did not 
quite understand why this had 
to be, but he followed the Com­ 
mandant's instructions. 
About a week later the union 
official replied -- in the nega­ 
tive. The locals are loath to 
grant such permission for free 
musical performances unless 
paid musicians are also hired. 
"I regret to advise," the union 
letter said ln part, “ that the 
Board was unable to grant your 
request for clearance for the 
U. S. Coast Guard Band, sta­ 
tioned at New London, Conn., 
to perform concert . . . at the 
Monslgnor Farrell High School 
ln Staten Island." 
The dentist put down his drills 
and took to his typewriter. He 
wrote to President Johnson. The 
President sent the letter along 
to Asst. Secy, of Labor James 
Reynolds. 
The 
latter 
contacted 
the 
musicians union. After a while 
he informed the Klwanls Club 
that the Coast Guard would be 
prohibited from sending its band 
to play for this charity. 
The Ass't. Secretary of Labor 
had to act on the basis of a 
letter sent to him, not by the 
union's officialdom, butbv their 
public 
relations man, A, L. 
Savage. The latter’s communi­ 
cation appears to me to be con­ 
temptuous of the dentist and his 
efforts. 
" . . . the American Federa­ 
tion of Musicians has had a 
long - standing arrangement," 
Mr. Savage's letter said, "with 
the armed services whereby 
we will not compete with them 
ln matters like the defense of, 
Formosa, protecting the D. E.- 
W. line and guarding the coun­ 
try ln general against enemies 
domestic and foreign. They, In 
turn, will not compete with our 
members In their attempts to 
pursue 
their profession and 
make an honest buck ln it. 
The Executive Board of Loeai 
802 felt that Dr. Goodman's 
project was contrary to the 
spirit of this agreement and 
constituted 
unfair 
competi­ 
tion. . 
^ 
There were other 
lng references to 
man. He and his 
in the Klwanls Club now are 
planning another charity con­ 
cert for the youngsters on May 
1st. This time folksingers will 
be featured.

games, will be added. One oper­ 
ator plans to open nine low- 
price kiddie rides. 
And there have been reports— 
unconfirmed by fair officials— 
that dancing girls are being 
considered to enliven night-time 
attendance. 
A tremendous effort has been 
put forth in recent weeks to es­ 
tablish new exhibits, refurbish 
the old and to give the show an 
all-out promotion around the 
world. 
Fair officials say new exhibits 
will total aliout $5 million, while 
another $2 million has been 
spent in revamping. 
Exhibitors joined together in 
a 
mammoth 
publicity 
cam­ 
paign. 
The hope is to boost 19G5 paid 
attendance to at least 37.5 mil­ 
lion, as compared with last 
year's 27.1 million. Original es­ 
timates were for 40 million the 
first season and 30 million the 
second. 
There are some indications 
that all may not be so rosy. 


With the opening only a month 
away, the city's hotel associa­ 
tion says advance reservations 
by individuals and families is 
running as much as 40 per cent 
behind last year in some cases.

troversy. In the end, hiscriticis 
didn't have the power to oust 
him. 
While the fcur corporation is 
£17.5 million in thehole, Moses 
has stated without equivocation 
that it will wind up making a 
profit though a sm aller one than 
anticipated.

Tokyo 


HAMD/I’CfM Air Force Base, 
Calif. (AP) — "A ticket to To­ 
kyo," you'll say 10 years from 
now — and rocket there in 30 
minutes. Wild dream? Read on. 
Supersonic aircraft flying at 
2,000 to 5,000 miles an hour are 
much too slow for one of the 
nation's top Army missilemen, 
Maj. Gen. Andrew R. Lolll. 
"I say take tlie big step — 
skip the supersonic a ire raft and 
go directly to missile trans­ 
port," 
declared Lolll, com­ 
mander of the 28th Region, 
North American Air Defense 
Command. 
Interviewed at his headquar­ 
ters, Lolll stressed that he is 
discussing possibilities rather 
than policies. 
Within a decade, he says, men 
and material could be rocketed 
safely to any spot on the globe 
— oi1 around the world— in less 
than 
an 
hour. Tlie briefest 
round-the-world trip would util­ 
ize counter rotation of the earth. 
Impossible? "Not at all," as­ 
serts the general. But his time­ 
table, he emphasizes, depends 
on tlie size and direction of the 
national effort. Aiming toward 
development 
of 
supersonic 
planes 
will 
simply postpone 
rocket transport a few years, 
according to Lolli. 
Air Force Gen. Bernard A. 
Schriever agrees the day will 
come "when we will be flying 
m issiles over the country as we 
do jet planes today,” Schriever 
heads the Air Force Systems 
Command at Dayton, Ohio. 
Two basic liarriers to rocket 
travel-excessive giavity forces 
and noise—already have been 
licked, Lolli said. "AndAmeri- 
can genius and industry can do 
the re st." 
Technological fallout from the 
aerospace program will accel­ 
erate development of missile 
transport, Lolli believes.

The care and handling of eggs 
can be reduced to three "C 's" , 
says the U»>. Department of Ag­ 
riculture's Consumer and Mar­ 
keting Service — Keeping eggs 
cool, covered and clean. 
Smart shoppers will buy eggs 
only from a store which keeps 
them refrigerated. Oncet home, 
eggs 
should 
be refrigerated 
promptly again. Even If left 
at room temperature only a 
short while, egg quality suf­ 
fers. 
Egg shells are porous and 
will allow either loss or gain of 
flavors, moisture, etc. For this 
reason, eggs should be kept 
covered. Normally the carton 
in which eggs are purchased 
makes a good covered contain­ 
er. 
Clean eggs keep best, 
re ­ 
searchers have found. If ne­ 
cessary, soiled eggs can be 
wiped off. But don’t wash eggs. 
Washing may remove the pro­ 
tective 
film or "bloom " on 
shells which helps keep out 
odors, etc. 
Perhaps still another "C " for 
wise consumers to remember 
is to keep eggs "coming.” The 
fresher the egg, the better they 
a re. So it is wise to plan pur­ 
chases ahead, 
then buy ac­ 
cording to needs. With proper 
care and handling, eggs should 
keep their fine quality in a 
home refrigerator atxxit a week. 
It is even wiser these days 
to plan extra uses for eggs, so 
as to take advantage of the ex­ 
ceptionally good buy they offer.

WASHINGTON 
— The his­ 
toric conference between P res­ 
ident Johnson and Gov. George 
Wallace of Alabama, both south­ 
ern ers, on the opposite sides 
In the racial problem, and both 
political opponents In the recent 
election, was an event which 
happens rarely in Washington. 
It lasted three hdbrs. 
During this time not one cross 
word was exchanged; neither 
man lost his temper. Johnson 
dominated 
the conversation, 
miking argument after argu-' 
ment in favor of racial toler­ 
ance and moderation. When the 
Governor left, he promised to 
do his best to avoid further vio­ 
lence In Alabama. 
And when he got back to Ala­ 
bama he confided to friends: 
“ If I hadn’t left when I did, 
he'd have had me coming out 
for Civil Rights. 


"The President was just as 
nice as he could be," Wallace 
confided. “ He was calm and 
cool and not excited. I have more 
respect now for him than I 
thought Fd ever have. When we 
left, he took me out and Intro­ 
duced me to the press. I can 
understand now why he gets 
h i s 
legislation 
t h r o u g h 
Congress. 
“ I agreed with the President 
on just about everything except 
Civil Rights," Wallace said. 
“ And I don't want to do any­ 
thing to hurt the President. I 
feel much more confident about 
our foreign affairs now that 
I know they’re In the hands of 
this kind of a President." 
When one friend asked the 
Governor 
whether 
he con­ 
sidered Johnson or the late 
JFK the abler President, Wal­ 
lace replied: "Johnson's got 
much more on the ball." 
NOTE — Gov. Wallace almost 
fired Col. A1 Lingo as Head of 
the 
Alabama State troopers 
after the clubbing of Negro 
Demonstrators at Selma two 
weeks ago. The Governor says 
he Is determined to prevent 
more violence, and friends say 
he means It. 
HHH AND LBJ 


When Hubert Humphrey was 
elected Vice President, P res­ 
ident Johnson, remembering his 
own restlessness as Vice P res­ 
ident, announced that he was 
going to 
keep 
Hubert busy. 
During the height of the Ala­ 
bama racial crisis he more 
than fulfilled that promise. 
Sitting In his office just a 
hundred feet from the White 
House, the Vice President In­ 
terviewed more than 100 Civil 
Rights leaders. Sometimes the 
sessions were stormy. Hubert 
was 
effective and vigorous 
in 
defending 
the President. 
Some of the younger Negro 
leaders 
were 
acid 
in their 
criticism . 
"You and the President want 
more violence and more people 
dead," was the taunt of one 
Negro leader. 
“ You can talk to me In any 
way you wish," replied the 
Vice President, "but you can’t 
talk that way about the P resi­ 
dent of the United States. I 
know what's In his heart. I 
know how hard he's working on 
this. 
"We had Dr. Martin Luther 
King in here. He didn't tell 
us he was going to m arch," 
continued the Vice President. 
"H e didn't tell us he wanted 
us to send troops. 
“ You have more at stake than 
just an emergency police action. 
We are going to write a new 
law, which Is much more Im­ 
portant than sending troops to 
Alabama." 
The Vice President was also 
full of praise for some of the 
Civil Rights leaders. 
“ Without your force," he told 
them, "we might not have suc­ 
ceeded 1ft getting a new voting 
rights program. Sometimes out 
of 
tragedy 
comes 
achieve­ 
m ent." 
Note -- The President and 
VIce President have been work­ 
ing as a team for some time, 
but events In Alabama drew 
them even closer.

Musicians 
Union 
Refuses 
Coast Guard Band Permission 
to Play for Children's Charity 
New York: -- Am erica's big­ 
gest 
musicians’ 
union 
has 
struck some sour notes here 
and touched off a battle which 
will re-echo In the White House. 
The 
union, whose members 
make music on the Great White 
Way, has refused to permit the 
celebrated Coast Guard band to 
play a charity concert to raise 
funds for a clinic for mentally 
retarded children. 
In the midst of the controversy 
which 
developed, 
It became 
clear for the first time that a 
m ilitary 
or 
naval or Coast 
Guard band must first obtain 
a 
musicians 
union's written 
perm ission before It can play 
anywhere In the land -- regard­ 
less of the cause. 
Even an appeal to President 
Johnson 
could 
do 
little In 
swaying the musicians. 
It 
all 
began 
quietly some 
months ago when the Klwanls 
Club of South Shore, Staten 
Island, decided to raise several 
thousand dollars for the local 
affiliate of the National Assn. 
of Mental Health. 
The affiliate is a mental health 
clinic which handles 40 to 50 
children at a time -- some of 
them belonging to families in 
the military service. 
The Klwanls Club program 
chairman, Dr. Stanley E. Good­ 
man, 
a 
37-year-old 
dentist 
who is a Coast Guard Line Of­ 
ficer veteran -- long had ad­ 
m ired the famed 49-piece Coast 
Guard band stationed In New 
London, Conn. 
Dr. 
G o o d m a n 
told 
his 
colleagues the band would make 
a splendid attraction on Staten 
Island — especially since the 
area Is the site for the large 
St. George Coast Guard base. 
This serves all weather ships 
In a vast area. 


Stores of coast gaardsmen live 
with their families. Further­ 
m ore, what with the grim de­ 
velopments In Viet Nam, Dr. 
Goodman thought It would be 
good public relations for the 
services -- and good m orale, 
too — to have the enlistees 
play there. 
In addition to the band's being 
an attraction which would sell 
out the house, It would make 
additional money for the chil­ 
dren because It played free of 
charge. 
This meant that the Klwanls 
Club would not have to pay for 
“ the attraction" except for pro­ 
viding the buses and food for the 
e venlng for the 49 men and their 
leader. 
Dr. Goodman 
contacted 
the 
New 
London 
base 
Com­ 
mandant. There was a hurried 
matching of dates. Finally they 
agreed on an evening. 
There was only one more mat­ 
te r the Commandant reported 
-- th e Klwanls Club would have 


to get clearance and written 
perm ission from Local 802, 
American 
F e d e r a t i o n 
of 
Musicians, before the concert. 
This Dr. Goodman tried to do. 
He wrote to the union’s secre­ 
tary reporting the delight of 
the Klwanls Club In obtaining 
the Coast Guard cooperation. 
He asked the union to grant Us 
approval. Dr. Goodman did not 
quite understand why this had 
to be, but he followed the Com­ 
mandant’s instructions. 
About a week later the union 
official replied -- In the nega­ 
tive. The locals are loath to 
grant such permission for free 
musical performances unless 
paid musicians are also hired. 
“ I regret to advise," the union 
letter said In part, "that the 
Board was unable to grant your 
request for clearance for the 
U. S. Coast Guard Band, sta­ 
tioned at New London, Conn., 
to perform concert . . . at the 
Monsignor Farrell High School 
in Staten Island." 
The dentist put down his drills 
and took to his typewriter. He 
wrote to President Johnson. The 
President sent the letter along 
to Asst. Secy, of Labor James 
Reynolds. 
The 
latter 
contacted, the 
musicians union. After a while 
he Informed the Klwanls Club 
that the Coast Guard would be 
prohibited from sending Its band 
to play for this charity. 
The Ass’t. Secretary of Labor 
had to act on the basis of a 
letter sent to him, not by the 
union's officialdom, but bv their 
public 
relations 
man, A, L. 
Savage. The latter’s communi­ 
cation appears to me to be con­ 
temptuous of the dentist and his 
efforts. 
“ . . . the American Federa­ 
tion of Musicians has had a 
long - standing arrangem ent," 
Mr. Savage’s letter said, “ with 
the armed services whereby 
we will not compete with them 
In m atters like the defense of, 
Form osa, protecting the D. E.- 
W. line and guarding the coun­ 
try In general against enemies, 
domestic and foreign. They, in 
turn, will not compete with our 
members in their attempts to 
pursue 
their profession and 
make an honest buck In It. . . 
The Executive Board of Local 
802 felt that Dr. Goodman's 
project was contrary to the 
sp irit of this agreement and 
constituted 
unfair 
competi­ 
tion. . ." 
There were other 
ing references to 
man. He and his 
in the Klwanls Club now are 
planning another charity con­ 
cert for the youngsters on May 
1st. This time folkslngers will 
be featured. 
| They may not draw as many 
people as the Coast Guard band 
would, but at least they’ll I*

Although birth 
rates In the 
United States and Canada con­ 
tinued to fall last sear, popu­ 
lations of both countries again 
grew substantially. 
According to statisticians, the 
United 
States 
population In­ 
creased by 2.640,000, boasting 
the total, Including the Armed 
Forces Overseas, to 193,450,- 
000. This rise of 1.4 percent, 
however, was below the average 
annual Increase of I 6 percent 
experienced during the IO years 
since January 1955. 
The picture 
In Canada was 
sim ilar. There, the population 
In Teased last year by 360,000 
Inhabitants, bringing the total 
population to 19,450,000. That 
boost of I 9 percent com pared 
with an average annual Increase 
of 2.3 percent recorded in the 
past decade, the statisticians 
s aid. 
The 
slowdown of population 
gains In the United States re ­ 
flects 
a downward 
trend 
In 
b ird s, 
h'ch last vear totaled 
a 
ll: yTW ore than 4 million 
-- the sm allest number since 
1953. N evertheless, the large 
num ber of babies born since

the end of World W ar II con- - when windows are opened. This* 
tlnued to swell the population 
under 21, increasing it from 
61.2 million In January 1955 
to 
79.2 million at the close 
of 1964. 
Population at ages 65 and over 
also increased In the 
same 
period, from 14.4 million. Al­ 
though the relative growth of 
the older population was almost 
as 
rapid 
as that for persons 
under 21, the actual number of 
eld ers 
added to 
the general 
population was only one-fifth 
as much. 
The 
middle segment of the 
population (persons at ages 45 
to 64) also Increased substan­ 
tially In the past decade. Their 
num bers grew by 17 percent, 
from 33.2 million to 38.8 m il­ 
lion. 
The sm allest population gain 
-- only 3 percent - was at the 
“ prim e 
ages/* 
21 
to 44. 
Although the number of these 
persons rose 
to 57.5 million 
at the end of 1964, the portion 
of the total population they rep ­ 
resen t fell from 34 percent to 
le ss than 30 percent during 
the decade, the statisticians r e ­ 
ported. 
In Canada seven-eighths 
of 
the population gain last year 
was due to excess of births 
over deaths. The gain by mi­ 
gration amounted to only about 
45,000 for the year. 
There 
were 
about 
458,000 
b irth s in Canada in 1964, som e­ 
what fewer than the year be­ 
fo re, and substantially less than 
the all - time high of 479,- 
275 in 1959. The 146,000deaths 
during 
the 
year, 
however, 
established a new low death 
rate of 7.6 per 1,000 popula­ 
tion, the statisticians said.

Coast Guard Band P erm ission 
to Play for C hildren's Charity 
New York: -- A m erica's big­ 
gest 
m usicians' 
union 
has 
stru ck some sour notes here 
and touched off a battle which 
w ill re-echo In the White House. 
The 
union, whose m em bers 
make music on the G reat White 
Way, has refused to perm it the 
celebrated Coast Guard band to 
play a charity concert to raise 
funds for a clinic for mentally 
retarded children. 
In the midst of the controversy 
which 
developed, 
It becam e 
clea r for the first tim e that a 
m ilitary 
or 
naval 
o r Coast 
Guard band must firs t obtain 
a 
musicians 
union’s w ritten 
perm ission before It can play 
anywhere In the land — reg ard ­ 
le s s of the cause. 
Even an appeal to President 
Johnson 
could 
do 
little In 
swaying the m usicians. 
It 
all 
began 
quietly some 
months ago when the Kiwanis 
Club of South Shore, Staten 
Island, decided to raise several 
thousand dollars for the local 
affiliate of the National Assn. 
of Mental Health. 
The affiliate is a mental health 
clinic which handles 40 to 50 
children at a tim e — some of 
them belonging to fam ilies In 
the m ilitary service. 
The Kiwanis Club program 
chairm an, Dr. Stanley E. Good­ 
m an, 
a 
37-year-old 
dentist 
who Is a Coast Guard Line Of­ 
fice r veteran -- long had ad­ 
m ired the famed 49-piece Coast 
Guard band stationed in New 
London, Conn. 
Dr. 
G o o d m a n 
told 
his 
colleagues the band would make 
a splendid attraction on Staten 
Island — especially since the 
a re a Is the site for the large 
St. George Coast Guard base. 
T his serves all weather ships 
In a vast area. 


Stores of coast guardsmen live 
with their fam ilies. F u rth e r­ 
m ore, what with the grim de­ 
velopments In Viet Nam, Dr. 
Goodman thought it would be 
good public relations for the 
se rv ic es — and good m orale, 
too - - to have the enlistees 
play there. 
In addition to the band’s being 
an attraction which would sell 
out the house, It would make 
additional money for the chil­ 
dren because it played free of 
charge.

T here was only one m ore m at­ 
t e r the Commandant reported 
- - the Kiwanis Club would have

get clearance and written 
perm ission from 
Local 
802, 
A m erican 
F e d e r a t i o n 
of 
M usicians, tefo re the concert. 
This Dr. Goodman tried to do. 
He wrote to the union's se c re ­ 
ta ry reporting the delight of 
the Kiwanis Club in obtaining 
the Coast Guard cooperation. 
He asked the union to grant its 
approval. Dr. Goodman did not 
quite understand why this had 
to be, but he followed the Com­ 
m andant’s instructions. 
About a week later the union 
official replied -- in the nega­ 
tive. The locals are loath to 
grant such perm ission for free 
m usical perform ances unless 
paid m usicians are also hired. 
" I regret to advise," the union 
le tte r said In part, “ that the 
B oard was unable to grant your 
request for clearance for the 
U. S. Coast Guard Band, s ta ­ 
tioned at New London, Conn., 
to perform concert . . . at the 
Monsignor F arrell High School 
In Staten Island."

dom estic and foreign. They, In 
turn, will not compete with our 
m em bers in their attem pts to 
pursue

profession and 
make an honest buck in it. 
The Executive Board of Local 
802 felt that Dr. Goodman’s 
project was contrary to the 
sp irit of tills agreem ent and 
constituted 
unfair 
com peti­ 
tion. . .»’ 
There were other unflatter­ 
ing references to Dr. Good­ 
man.

Dejxirtrnent of Ag­ 
riculture’s Consumei and Mar­ 
keting Service — Keeping eggs 
cool, covered and clean. 
Smart shoppers will buy eggs 
only from a store which keeps 
them refrigerated. Once home, 
eggs 
should 
be refrigerated 
promptly again. Even if left 
at room temperature only a 
short while, egg quality suf­ 
fers. 
Egg shells are porous ant’ 
will allow either loss or gain of 
flavors, moisture, etc. For this 
reason, eggs should tie kept 
covered. Normally the carton 
In which eggs are purchased 
makes a good covered contain­ 
er. 
Clean eggs keep best, 
re­ 
searchers have found. If ne­ 
cessary, soiled eggs can tie 
wiped off. But don’t wasli eggs. 
Washing may remove the pro­ 
tective 
film or "bloom " on 
shells which helps keep out 
odors, etc. 
Perhaps still another "C " for 
wise consumers to remember, 
is to keep eggs "corning.” The 
fresher the egg, the better they 
are. So it is wise to plan pur­ 
chases ahead,

keep their fine quality in a 
home refrigerator al>out a week.
